C. Watters, president 1918 and one for 1917 
of the Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canda in an interview with a repre¬ 
sentative of the Lethbridge Herald. 

Mr. Watters was on his way from Ot¬ 
tawa to Denver, where he will repre- 
, ser..‘ Canadian labor at the convention 
of western miners.this week. Mr. Wat¬ 
ters declared that industrial .peace 
rests on a foundation of living-costs, 
and so long as these costs keep mount 
ing there is bound to be a demand for 
higher wages to offset them. 

Labor cannot be blamed for taking 
this stand” he said, “but it necessar¬ 
ily creates a great deal of trouble in 
the labor world, and strikes result.Two 
years ago I advocated a scheme of 
price-fixing for Canada and gained 
considerable ill-repute for myself be¬ 
cause of the -'-‘and I took at that time, 
but I am more convinced than evci 
that I was right then and am still 
right. I asked the government to put 
at the head of the department such a 
man as Dr Robertson, a scientist ag¬ 
riculturist who iB now doing good 
work for the allies, and have him start 
at a fixed point. The price of what 
the farmers raise could be set to give 
them a good margin of profit just as 
the price of wheat has been set. Trans 
portation costs could then be figured 
and set, and from this the price of 
commodVies of life to the dealers 
could be set. Thus we would arrive 
at a standard for living costs, and 
from that point it is but a step to a 
standard of wages. As it is now every 
thing is haphazard, a climbing spiral 
with no end in sight. Higher wages 
are paid one branch of labor, and liv¬ 
ing costs are consequently affected in 
all branches, producing unrest. 

“It is of no use to say that it cannot 
be done. It has been done to a great 
extert in Great Britain, and more so 
in the United States than in Canada. 

1 admit that it is a big problem, but it 
is one that should be tackled if Can¬ 
ada is .*o keep her mind on the winn¬ 
ing of the war more than on internal 
problems which cause unrest and take 
our minds off the war to that extent.” 

Mr. Watters is one of the two repre- 
rer.'atives of labor on the new sub¬ 
committee on reconstruction, the per¬ 
sonnel of which was announced by the 
press Thursday He states that the 
new committee is merely advisory.
